m artyrs. 
It seem s m ore lik ^ y that they a re m ere­ 
ly poor philosophers. A lthough the general 
pub lic has no atrong b rief for continuance 
of m ilitary training in the sta te nniv erslty. 
It has learned to b e reconciled to the train ­ 
ing. 
Studenta possess 
he right to ob ject 
to it if they see fit. b ut they do so at the 
risk of m aking them selv es the ob jects of 
disciplinary action. 
T he univ ersity Is es­ 
tab lished; they are tem porary. 
Tlie univ ersity, therefore, is not ob liged 
to change itself to suit the ideas of a mi­ 
nority, howev er m ilitant it m ay b e.

MOHICAN IN OHIO 
By J. H. G albraith 
W ritten For The Associated Press 
Though Ohio has a Mohican river which 
with Its th ree branches—Black FYirk, Mud­ 
dy Fork and Clear Fork—drains Ashland, 
Richland, W ayne and part of Knox coun­ 
ties, it is not to be assum ed that the Mo­ 
hican Indians ever lived in Ohio, except per­ 
haps individually. The original nam e of the 
tribe was Momegan, which was corrupted 
into M ohican. 
They 
centered upon the 
Tham es river in eastern C onnecticut when 
the w hites first knew them. 
They divid­ 
ed as to their attitu d e toward the whites 
—the elem ent of them that stood with the 
English becoming 
dom inant. 
As late as 
1910 the federal census enum erated twenty 
full blood Mohicans living on the Tham es 
river in Connecticut. 
J. Fennim ore Coop­ 
e rs novel, "The Last of the Mohican" is 
therefore fanciful, for there were Mohicans 
of the Tham es reservation living in con­ 
siderable num bers long after he died.
